and legs of a youna woman were 
found by police today two 
blocks 
from an alley aslican where othei 
parts of her dismembered 
body 
were discovered Sunday. 
Wrapped in cloth, Ihe remaining 
parts of Ihe body were located be 
mnd a house by police after a pain- 
staking 
search 
of a 
six- 
block 'square area. 
The victim was identified through 
scars on the Torso as Mrs. Jean Ho- 
ward Treaki, about 20. 
A junk dealer fojnd one scclion 


of the body, from ihe waist to the 
knees, bundled into.a blanket Sun- 
day 
morning. 
The upper part, 
wrapped in a gray bedspread and 
stuffed into a shopping bag, was 
discovered shortly after in a gar- 
bage receptacle. 
Senior inspector John O. Whitman

case. 


All over the south half of the 


stale returning air pilots report 
seeing clouds of smoke from burn- 
ing forests. And this is in Ark- 
ansas, whose Umber is the back- 
bone of much of our industrial en- 
terprise. Take away our 
woods 


and let the lumber and pulpwood 
mills die, and the impact would 
be felt in every county in the 
state. 


It doesn't sound credible—and 


.. it isn't. Every timber state now- 


adays protects its forest wealth 
even to the exlcnt of levying cash 
fines and jail senlences on people 
who start woods fires, whether de- 
liberately or accidentally makes lit- 
tle difference. 


The gctting-lough business began 


in the West where the remote wild- 
crnc&s made fire fighting doubly 
hard. Lav/s were passed to make 
de'lcclivc-'s out of forest rangers, 
and pretly soon v/e began lo hear

Benton, Ark., surrendered at police 
headquarters and was docketed for 
1 "threatening and assault."

case. 


All over the south half of the

And this is in Ark- 
ansas, whose Umber is the back- 
bone of much of our industrial en- 
terprise. Take away our 
woods 


and let the lumber and pulpwood 
mills die, and the impact would 
be felt in every county in the 
state. 


It doesn't sound credible—and 


.. it isn't. Every timber state now- 


adays protects its forest wealth 
even to the exlcnt of levying cash 
fines and jail senlences on people 
who start woods fires, whether de- 
liberately or accidentally makes lit- 
tle difference. 


The gctting-lough business began 


in the West where the remote wild- 
crnc&s made fire fighting doubly 
hard. Lav/s were passed to make 
de'lcclivc-'s out of forest rangers, 
and pretly soon v/e began lo hear 
about the arrest of ca'mpcrs who 
went away without 
extinguishing 


their fires, and of motorisls who 
threw matches or cigarclles out 
of car windows.

In a powder-dry country it would 


be reasonable to expect people to 
be most careful 
about 
starling 


forest fires — but that isn't the 
case. 


All over the south half of the 


stale returning air pilots report 
seeing clouds of smoke from burn- 
ing forests. And this is in Ark- 
ansas, whose Umber is the back- 
bone of much of our industrial en- 
terprise. Take away our 
woods 


and let the lumber and pulpwood 
mills die, and the impact would 
be felt in every county in the 
state. 


It doesn't sound credible—and 


.. it isn't. Every timber state now- 


adays protects its forest wealth 
even to the exlcnt of levying cash 
fines and jail senlences on people 
who start woods fires, whether de- 
liberately or accidentally makes lit- 
tle difference. 


The gctting-lough business began 


in the West where the remote wild- 
crnc&s made fire fighting doubly 
hard. Lav/s were passed to make 
de'lcclivc-'s out of forest rangers, 
and pretly soon v/e began lo hear 
about the arrest of ca'mpcrs who 
went away without 
extinguishing 


their fires, and of motorisls who 
threw matches or cigarclles out 
of car windows.

case. 


All over the south half of the 


stale returning air pilots report 
seeing clouds of smoke from burn- 
ing forests. And this is in Ark- 
ansas, whose Umber is the back- 
bone of much of our industrial en- 
terprise. Take away our 
woods 


and let the lumber and pulpwood 
mills die, and the impact would 
be felt in every county in the 
state. 


It doesn't sound credible—and 


.. it isn't. Every timber state now- 


adays protects its forest wealth 
even to the exlcnt of levying cash 
fines and jail senlences on people 
who start woods fires, whether de- 
liberately or accidentally makes lit- 
tle difference. 


The gctting-lough business began 


in the West where the remote wild- 
crnc&s made fire fighting doubly 
hard. Lav/s were passed to make 
de'lcclivc-'s out of forest rangers, 
and pretly soon v/e began lo hear 
about the arrest of ca'mpcrs who 
went away without 
extinguishing 


their fires, and of motorisls who 
threw matches or cigarclles out 
of car windows.

be reasonable to expect people to 
be most careful 
about 
starling 


forest fires — but that isn't the 
case. 


All over the south half of the 


stale returning air pilots report 
seeing clouds of smoke from burn- 
ing forests. And this is in Ark- 
ansas, whose Umber is the back- 
bone of much of our industrial en- 
terprise. Take away our 
woods 


and let the lumber and pulpwood 
mills die, and the impact would 
be felt in every county in the 
state. 


It doesn't sound credible—and 


.. it isn't. Every timber state now- 


adays protects its forest wealth 
even to the exlcnt of levying cash 
fines and jail senlences on people 
who start woods fires, whether de- 
liberately or accidentally makes lit- 
tle difference. 


The gctting-lough business began 


in the West where the remote wild- 
crnc&s made fire fighting doubly 
hard. Lav/s were passed to make 
de'lcclivc-'s out of forest rangers, 
and pretly soon v/e began lo hear 
about the arrest of ca'mpcrs who 
went away without 
extinguishing 


their fires, and of motorisls who 
threw matches or cigarclles out 
of car windows.

Britain's Crisis Is a Big 
Threat to Democracy 
in Western Europe 


By DeWITT MaeKENZIE 
AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 


The sensational nature of Eng- 
and's economic crisis, involving as 
_t does the great experiment in 
socialism, naturally centers world 
attention on her, but we shouldn't "democracy." 
allow ourselves to be misled into small nations 
regarding this as solely a British 
disaster. 


Most certainly it is one of the 
momentous international develop- 
ments of the post-war period. Upon 
Britain's degree of success in deal- 
ing with this emergency must de- 
pend largely whether the western 
democracies are able to hold their 
own against the westward sweep 
of an aggressive, empire building 
communism. 


England's bad luck is a stroke!

Should the crisis worsen and be

Twenty men wearing uniforms of

A burst of tommygun fire shot out 
the lights. 


Patons rushed for the doors. A 


hand grenade lobbed into the mill- 
ing crowd, tearing off an Arab's 
legs.

darkness.

was intended as a robbery, but no 
effort was made to take valuables.

The night club is new. and one 


of the most streamlined in

Aviv, an all-Jewish city. It was left 
a shambles. 


Among the dead were three men 


and one woman. Of the 10 wounded, 
six were in a critical condition. 
Four others were wounded serious- 
ly.A driverless automobile loaded 
with explosives careened down a 
street in Haifa yesterday, and blew 
up. Police believed members of 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi underground 
were handling the explosives when 
something went amiss.

Patons rushed for the doors. A 


hand grenade lobbed into the mill- 
ing crowd, tearing off an Arab's 
legs.

darkness.

The night club is new. and one

Aviv, an all-Jewish city. It was left 
a shambles.

and one woman. Of the 10 wounded, 
six were in a critical condition. 
Four others were wounded serious- 
ly.A driverless automobile loaded 
with explosives careened down a 
street in Haifa yesterday, and blew 
up. Police believed members of 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi underground 
were handling the explosives when 
something went amiss.

Aviv, an all-Jewish city. It was left 
a shambles. 


Among the dead were three men 


and one woman. Of the 10 wounded, 
six were in a critical condition. 
Four others were wounded serious- 
ly.A driverless automobile loaded 
with explosives careened down a 
street in Haifa yesterday, and blew 
up. Police believed members of 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi underground 
were handling the explosives when 
something went amiss. 


Three Jews were arrested. They 


were added to four others in jail 
—two who were arrested Saturday 
in connection with a train-wrecking 
near Wilhelma. and two who were 
caught in an underground attack 
on

British headquarters

weeks ago.

Among the dead were three men 


and one woman. Of the 10 wounded, 
six were in a critical condition. 
Four others were wounded serious- 
ly.A driverless automobile loaded 
with explosives careened down a 
street in Haifa yesterday, and blew 
up. Police believed members of 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi underground 
were handling the explosives when 
something went amiss. 


Three Jews were arrested. They 


were added to four others in jail 
—two who were arrested Saturday 
in connection with a train-wrecking
